THE GOVERNMENT OF THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY DEEM 

IT NECESSARY TO INFORM THE GOVERNMENT OF THE USSR OF 

THE FOLLOWING WITH REGARD. TO THEIR NOTE OF lo SEPTEMBER 195°: 

THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT NOTE WITH SATISFACTION THAT THE 
SOVIET GOVERNMENT HAVE TAKEN UP THE IDEA TO ESTABLISH 
A FOUR POWER BODY ACCORDING TO THE RESOLUTION OF THE 
GERMAN BUNDESTAG (FEDERAL PARLIAMENT) OF 2JULY 1958- 
THE GOVERNMENTS OF FRANCE, THE UNITED KINGDOM AND THE
